MITCHEL FIELD, w. r., Sept. 
18.—An unofficial worli'’s speed 
record was established today when 
lieut. Alford T. Williams, navy 
aviator, flew a tthe rate of 302.3 
miles an hour. 

The flight wa sa test for the 
Pulitzer trophy race to be held here 
next month. Williams’ time was 
carefully checked by officers of the 
Curtiss Airplane Co. He flew one 
kilometer in 7.4 seconds. The 
world’s record for airplane speed- 
ing is 278- miles an hour, held by 
France. 

' Williams started his flight by 
diving from a height of 3000 feet 
over Curtiss Field and then leveled 


Later, without alighting, he flew 
at an average of 268.2 miles an 
hour on a straight flight. 

The Curtiss racer, which Lieut. 
Williams used, is less than 20 feet 
long and stands only § feet high. 
The Curtiss “V"’-1400 motor in the 
nose can develop 619-horsepower.

Invention Conserves 
Fumes Escaping From Bak- 
ing Loaves.

BERLIN, Sept. 18.—lFermenting 
bread dough can be made to yield 
75 per cent alcohol, it is claimed, 
through application of a process 
discovered by an Italian engineer 
named Agndruriani. Experiments 
conducteg in a Berlin bake shop 
are said to have yielded one liter 
(1.05, quarts) of alcohol through 
conservation of the fumes escap! 
from 200 one-pound loaves 
bread in the process of baking. 

,The mechanism invented by An- 
drusiani is simple in construction 
and works autgmatically, its chief 
fUnction being’to collect and distill 
vapors that have heretofore es- 
caped through the chimney flues.

From these messages it appeared 
that the allegedly incendiary lan- 
guage quoted by Kellogg as thé 
reason for excluding Saklatvala 
was used in the courseyof a debate 
in the British House of Commons 
on India. 

Kellogg said that he would like- 
wise bar any other “Commune” 
delegate who proposed to come to 
the Interparliamentary Union, 
from which Saklatvala is now ban- 
ished by Kellogg’s edict. »eHad 
the British Embassy here signified 
a wish to have Saklatvala admit- 
ted, it is virtually certain the State 
Department would have acquiesced. 
Ii is considered significant that the 
British Embassy has made no pro- 
test against the reflection uponh a 
British member of Parliament. 

Charges Misrepresentation, 

“Saklatvala cabled few 
days ago,” said Borah, “that all 
the supposed statements which he 
had made and which were being 
Lused against his being admitted to 
this country arose out of a debute 
in the House of Commons over 
conditions In Indfa. He asked me 
to read the debate which took 
place last July and assured me 
that his statements were being 
thoroughly misquoted and misrep- 
resegted.

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NATIVE AMERICAN LOSES 
APPEAL ON DEPORTATION 


Government Wins in Case of Man 


Citizen of Canada. 
By the Press 
Fred L. Haskins, alias Fred I. 
Harris, formerty of Riverton 


Wyo., although born tn the United 
States, faces deportation te Can- 
ada as the result of the decision 
of the Ciroult Court of Appeals 
here. 

Haskins went to Canada tm 1960 
and was naturalized thera. He 
later returned to the United States 
and was arrested, charged with 
using the mails to defraud. He 
was sentenced to a year In Yeav- 
enworth Federal prison and fined 
$1000. 

At the completion of hie term 
he was taken into custody for de- 
portation to Canada. He was re 
turned to Leavenworth te await 
deportation and brought hebeas 
corpus proceedings, under which 
he was released in the United 
States District Court of Kansas 
He based his claim to freedom on 
the allegation he was a citizen of 
the United States and could not be 
deported.

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THE CASE OF SAKLATVALA. _ 

Secretary Kellogg has decided that Shapurji Sa 
latvala cannot enter the United States. 

Saklatvala is a member of the British Parliament 
who was to attend the conference of the Interparlia- 
mentary Union which will be held in Washington 
next month as a British delegate. His presence OD 
the British delegation has caused a good bit of com- 
motion o#er there. Three of the delegates had refused 
io attend the conference as associates of Saklatvala. 
Now that this‘objectionable person has been black- 
listed by our State Department the British diffi- 
culty has been smoothed away and the protesting 
delegates will all be here 
 Saklatvala is a communist, without equivocation oF 
camouflage. A “true believer of internationalism,’ 
he describes himself, who preaches revolution and 
vants to hasten “the day when the workers will 
ecntrol the whole world.” He is a propagandist of 
the cause a pamphieteer and proud of it. 

Our State Department probably has lega! authority 
for éxcluding this man in the act of Congress, passe: 
on June 5, 1920. Under this law he would be ineli- 
gible to enter the United States if he came here as 
a casual tourist or immigrant. That is not his 
status. As a delegate to the conference he would be 
here for a limited time, as a guest of the United 
States, with many of the exemptions aad immuni- 
ties accorded diplomats. The law against incendiary 
speech, however, would not be suspended, and if be 
he could have been arrested. 

But suppose he hau been permitted to come here 
and had, in the familiar communistic gabble, advo- 
cated the overthrow of all the capitalistic Govern- 
ments. including our own' Would the Constitution 
have taken to the tall timber? Would the Ark of 
the Covenant have slipped her mooning and dashed 
for the open sea” Would the Statue of Liberty have 
nose-dived into the dark, unfathomed caves? As a 
matter of fact nothing would have happened at all, 
except that Saklatvala would have enjoyed his 
spouting. 

This incident is of a piece with the muzzling of 
Karolyi. In both instances we have tried, convicted

Chao Dsin Chu’s speech on Chinese rights before 
the League Assembly at Geneva was received with an 
ovation which “easily doubled that given any pre- 
vious speaker.” There was nothing truculent about 
Chao. He made no threats and rattled no saber. But 
he did review the tyrannies practiced upon Chipa 
by foreign Pewers in such a calm, dispassionate and 
convincing way that he won the cheers and sympathy 
of his audience 

Chao’s purpose was not to ask the Assembly to 
support him by@esolution, but simply to cite China's 
adherence to the principles expounded in the cove- 
nant nd to express China's reliance upon fellow 
members of the League to carry out their oft-repeated 
declarations of ideals. It is too much to expect that 
the exploiters of China will be shamed into action 
by Chao's direct hit. Yet Chao has mate a contri- 
bution to that force of public opinion which will 
some day soon become strong enough to effect re 
forms. 

Chao, of course, mentioned the inconsistency of 
Waming China for financial instability and at the 
same time forbidding it to regulate its own revenues: 
of blaming China for internal disorders while, by the 
existence of extra-territoriality, forbidding it to en- 
force Chiffese laws, not only upon foreigners, but 
upon natives who live in foreign districts.

Sir: Poor Spain indeed—‘“toda la espaci+ 
osa y triste Espana,”’ as one of her great 
poets called her even in the days of her 
sixteenth-century grandeur. It seems to be 
quite the fashion! now to give a whack to 
this under-dog of Europe—to kick it around 
promiscuously, like the lowly hound of the 
once popular song—and your correspondent 
“Judophiie” manifestly delights in taking a 
hand—or foot—in the ungracious proceed- 
ing. Because the Spain of Torquemada’s lu- 
rid days persecuted the sons of Abraham— 
and the candid and well-informed mind 
must admit that there Js much to be said on 
each side of the subject of this persecution 
—he would have the Spain of today held up 
to the scorn of all people! 


Can no one be found to say a good word 
for poor Spain?—not as an existing polit- 
ical entity, for God knows her degradation 
in that respect is deep and-bitter enough 
to satisfy even her most implacable enemies, 
but a8 a nation to whose people modern civ- 
ilfzation is unquestionably indebted for 
much of that lasting and vital stuff which 
is of its very essence. To civilization’s froth 
these people have not, it must be admitted, 
contributed to any great extent, and truly 
it would seem that in the eyes of some of 
their most bitter and unrelenting critics 
that, in large measure, is the head and 
front of their offending. Because the Span- 
lard is not the feverishly busy, industrially 
energetic creature to be found in other parts 
of the world where comanercialism is so ab- 
normally overdeveloped, because his tradi- 
tional habits of thought and his modes of 
living out his life are so different from 
those prevalling in lands where, as Disraell 
said, mere comfort and the mechanical con- 
veniences of life are mistakenly appraised 
as evidences of a high degree of civilization: 
because he has made his siesta and all that 
it implies an almost national! institution, and 
does not expect to die suddenly in middle 
life of heart failure or cerebral hemorrhage 
—are all these reasons sufficient why he 
should be held up to the ridicule and coen- 
tempt of the world? Is it not just PSasible 
that the standards by which his critics iIn- 
sist on judging him and so find him want- 
ing. are open to challenge’? They are not 
the Spaniard’s standands—of that be well 
assured—never have been, are not now and 
probably never will be hie standards, for his 
root beliefs and his age-old behavior in- 
stincts are all opposed to them. As Have- 
lock Ellis so well and significantly says in 
his book, “The Sou! of Spain.” “Business has 
never seemed in Spain to be the highest 
sim of man. The Spaniard ts censtitution- 
ally incapable of accepting the delusion that 
the best things in the world may be bought 
by money. or that a man’s wealth consists 
in the abundance of his possessions. That 
ig why, in a passing phase of civilization. the 
Spaniard seems to belong to the past: and 
that is why. to some observers, he seems 
to belong to the future!” 


Aside, however, from the question of the 
fustice or injustice of much ef the criticism 
leveled at the Spaniard, ts there no charity 
of thought for him? He is human. you 
know, after all—-just as human as Judophile 
or anyone elm, and paraphrasing the bitter 
questioning of the immortal Jew of the 


‘drama, he might well turn on his critics and 


indignantly demand of them: “Are We dogs, 
that you spit upon us? Have we not eyes, 
hands, organs, dimensions, affections, pas- 
sions as you’ If you tickle us. do we net 


laugh? If you poison us, do we hot die ’”

TRAIL BLAZING 
PLANE DEPARTS 
FOR COLUMBUS 


Party Completes 1000 Miles 
of 1900-Mile Course to 
Be Followed by Ford Re- 
liability Tour. 


The pathfinding plane of the 
commercial airplane reliability tour 
sponsored by Hengy and Edsel 
Ford, which arrived nere yesterday 
from Kansas City carrying six 
passengers, a pilot and a mechan- 
iclan, took off at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field at 9 a. m. today for Colum- 


bus, O., where the party will spend 
the night. 


The pathfinding party are on 
their return journey to Detroit, 
hiving completed more than 1000 
riiles of the 1900-mile course to 
be followed by the reliability con- 
testants, who will start from De- 
troit Sept. 28. The flight to Co- 
lumbus was by way of Indianapolis, 
where arrangements will be made 
for the reception of the contesting 
flyers, who are scheduled to make 
a brief etop there Oct. I. Leaving 
Columbus ¢t: ‘rrow, the party will 
visit Cleveland and then fly to De- 
troit, with arrival at the Ford Alr- 
port sche: :iled at 4 p. m. 

The members of the pathfinding 
party included W. A. Mara, a mem- 
ber of the Tour Committee; FE. L>- 
roy Pelletier, publicity director of 
the tour; W. C. Hogan, president 
of the Kansas City Chapter of the 
National Aeronautic Asvyociation; 
Eddie Stinson, veteran airman and 
pilot; three Detroit newspaper men, 
and Ben Jacobson, mechanic. 

Plane Made in Germany. 

The plane used by the party is 
an all-metal Junker monoplane 
manufactured in Germany and 
owned by Stinson, who its engaged 
in commercial flying at Detroit. 
The passenger cabin, built for five 
passengers, accommodates six per- 
sons on the present flight without 
discomfort. All wore ordinary 
business suits and hats on the trip, 
the only approach to flying tozs 
being made by Stinson and Jacopb- 
son, who occupy a partially cov- 
ered compartment in front of the 
passenger cabin and don goggies 
and helmets when in flight. The 
trip from Kansas City to Lambert 
Field yesterday was made in two 
hours and 27 minutes, for an av- 
erage of more than 100 miles an 
hour. 

St. Louls Field Satisfactory. 

While here Mara and Pellitier 
conferred with officers of the St. 
Louis Flying Club regarding the 
servicing of the contesting planes, 
which are scheduled to arrive here 
Sept. 30. Discussing the tour, Pel- 
letier declared it was as necessary 
to the furthering of commercial 
aviation as the Glidden Tours were 
to the automobile industry years 
ago. All members of the party ex- 
pressed satis‘ .ction at the facilities 
offered at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 
The pathfindine group are accom- 
panied on their trip by Lieut.
